He said that 
a federal appropriation for a 
memorial would be “well and eco- 
nomically spent.” : 

Senator Martin indorsed Morse’s 
views, adding that a federal ap- 
propriation would be the “grand- 
est expense the country could 
make if it would teach youngsters 
to start studying American his- 
tory.” 

Snyder Compliments City. 

Treasury Secretary John W. 
Snyder complimented St. Lo

The architectural competition 
was explained by George Howe of 
Washington, who worked out the 
Program for the commission’s ex- 
ecutive committee headed by 
Lather Ely Smith of St. Louis.

LAPEER, Mich., May 28 (UP)— 
Oliver Terpening Jr., 16-year-old 
farm boy who confessed he mur- 
dered four playmates for a thrill, 
said today he was disappointed 
with the experiment. 

“I didn’t get the thrill I ex- 
pected out of it,” Terpening told 
police who brought him to the 
Lapeer jail. “I’m sorry now that 
I killed them.” 

(The Associated Press reported 
action on a probate court waiver 
of jurisdiction of the minor pris- 
oner wag delayed indefinitely 
pending notification of the boy’s 
mother. The court was informed 
that Terpening’s mother, Mrs. 
Mattie Arnold, hag been living in 
Iowa and now is returning to

had not been notified of the 
waiver hearing as required under 
Michigan law. FA 

(This development automatically 
forced a delay in the boy’s ar- 
raignment on a murder charge 
before a justice of the peace. 
Terpening is charged specifically 
with the murder of Barbara 
Smith.) 

The youth faces life imprison- 
ment if convicted on the first de- 
gree murder charge. Michigan 
does not have the death penalty. 

Terpening calmly admitted to 
officers at state police, headquar- 
ters*in East Lansing that he de- 
liberately shot and killed four 
neighbor children of one family 
late Monday as they picked wild- 
flowers in the woods near his farm 
home. The victims were Barbara 


Smith, 16, Stanley, 14, Gladys, 12, 


and Janet, 2.. Young Barbara was 
considered his “girl friend.” 

“I always wondered what it 
would :feel like to kill somebody,” 
he. told Dr. Moyne Snyder, 
Michigan state medical-legal ex- 
pert. ‘I even thought a lot about 
killing my stepmother, but never 
went through with it.” 

Prosecutor’s Theory. 

Prosecutor Smith said today 

at he will seek to prove that the 
children were killed because they 
interfered with Terpening’s at- 
tempt to criminally attack Bar- 
bara Smith,

He was arrested in Toledo, O., 
yesterday when he begged a’ ride 
with a man who recognized him 
from a broadcast description. Ter- 
pening fled in his father’s auto- 
mobile before the bodies of the 
four victims were found. The car 
was found abandoned in Port 
Huron, Mich. 3

Both the commission 
and the company, the statement 
went on, decided that operation 
shouli be transferred to other aus- 
pices. No other operator for the 
plant has been obtained. 

Monsanto wanted to transfer 
some research work to its own 
laboratories at St. Louis and at 
Dayton and Springfield, O., it was 
disclosed in an Associated Press 
dispatch from Washington. The 
dispatch showed that the means 
of carrying out the withdrawal 
would be for the commission to 
refrain from renewing Monsanto's 
contract, which will expire June 
30 


The commission, headed by 
David E. Lilienthal, doubtless will 
make a contract with another 
private concern to run Clinton 
Laboratories, rather than take the 
place over itself, the dispatch said.

night. The subcommittee is con- 
sidering a resolution by Senator 
Kem (Rep.), Missouri, for a full- 
scale investigation of “failure” of 
Clark to act in connection with 
alleged irregularities in the pri- 
mary Aug. 6, 1946. 

Kem said he had been informed 
by telephone the thieves blew a 
door from the vault with nitro- 
glycerine. (At Kansas City, the 
Election Board chairman Said 
doors‘to the vault had beeg, pried 
open.) 

“T hope we're not going to have 
to investigate that,” commented 
Senator cCarran (Dem.), Ne 
vada, a member of the subcom- 
mittee. 

“It may be necessary if we are 
going to get to the bottom of the 
whole thing,” Senator Ferguson 
said. : 

Clark said the FBI was contin- 
uing to observe the Kansas City 
situation and that he had received 
a report May 22 which stated that 
of 1764 votes in seven precincts 
there were 186 “supposed errors.” 
He added that in one precinct 
there appeared to be 66 errors in 
243 votes.

PERMITS REQUIRED 
AFTER THIS MONTH 


WASHINGTON, May 28 (AP)— 
Housing Expediter Frank R. Cree- 
dom said today that federal per- 
mits to construct houses would 
not be required after May 31, but 
.builders must comply with regu- 
lations concerning occupancy, 

Although “the permit system is 
being eliminated,” Creedon said, 
the builder must continue to give 
veterans preference in buying or 
renting where the home is notein- 
tended for occupanc® by the 
builder himself. 

Creedon announced also the re- 
striction on number of bathrooms 
‘for each home would be lifted 
June 1 and the area limitation 
would be expanded from 1500 to 
2000 square feet.

Russians Say Big Meteorite Hit 
Earth Lightly Because of Direction 


) MOSCOW, May 28 (UP)—One 
of the largest meteorites to col- 
lide with the earth in modern 
times, .the massive one which 
crashed some 260 miles north of 
Viadivostok on the night of Feb, 
12, was of a comparatively rare 
variety known as “hexadrite,” 
Soviet scientists studying splinters 


' and 


from the meteor have determined, 

It contained iron, nickel, cobalt 
and a small amount of phosphor- 
ous and sulphur. 

Other scientists still are work- 
ing in the area where the meteor 
fell, with one crew excavating to 
reach what apparently was the 
main body of the meteor. It is 
buried more than 35 feet in the 
ground of the sparsely inhabited 
area. The crater it formed is 210 
feet in diameter. . 

Thirty-two other splinter cra- 
ters have been mapped, most of 
them 45 to 75 foot diameters.

“A report received at Alma Ata, 
Kazakhstan, from Academician V. 
G. Fessenkov, heading the Soviet 
Science Academies mission study- 


ing the Sikhote Alin meteorite, 
shows this event was probably 
unique in the history of mankind,” 
the broadcast said. ' 

“The earth collided with a small 
planet or asteroid. Calculations 
show that the meteorite was over- 
taking the earth at a small angle 
to its orbit at a speed of some 
19.9 miles per second, which con- 
siderably exceeds the speed of the 
earth. . 

“Consequently the meteorite 
reached the earth’s surface caus- 
ing local damage. The fall of the 
meteorite was not accompanied 
by an explosion as happened in 
the case of the great Tunguska 
meteorite which was flying in a 
direction opposite to that of the 
earth.” 

The Tunguska meteorite, great- 
est known to fall in historic times, 
landed in Siberia with a great ex- 
plosion and speckled many square 
miles with craters. It flattened 
trees away from the explosion for 
scores of miles around,

DOCTOR PARACHUTES TO AID 
FLYERS IN NICARAGUA JUNGLE 


One of Six Stranded After B-17 
Crash Reported Hurt; 9 of 
Crewmen: Already Safe. 
WEST PALM BEACH, Fia., 
May 28 (UP)—An Army doctor, 
Capt. Pope B. Holliday, of Athens, 
Ga., parachuted into a clearing in 
the Nicaraguan jungles today as 
the vanguard of a rescue party 
working by air and land to reach 
six Army airmen stranded in the 
interior, said a radio message 
received at Morrison Field here. 
Patrol planes over the area re- 
ported one of the men was injured, 
though not badly. Fifteen men 
bailed out o% the B-17 before it 
crashed last Thursday. Nine crew- 
men found their way out of the 

jungles. 

“ Cargo planes, which transported 
helicopters to the scene, are being 
used to fly a platoon of infantry- 
men from Panama.

GEN. CARLSON DIED 
DISILLUSIONED AS 
TO PEACE OUTLOOK 


PORTLAND, Ore., May 28 (UP) 
—Brig. Gen. Evans F. Carlson, 
famous leader of Carlson’s marine 
raiders, died a disillusioned man 
because he feared that “un-Amer- 
ican interference” in Greece and 
China was starting the United 
States on the road to another war, 
his widow said today. 

When he donned his uniform in 
World War II after an earlier re- 
tirement, he was convinced he 
would be fighting in the final 
world conflict, she said. 

“When he died,” Mrs. Carlson 
added, “he was no longer sure.” 

Mrs. Peggy Whyte Carlson said 
her husband would be buried at 
Arlington National Cemetery. He 
died yesterday of heart disease. 

Carlson was a vice chairman of 
the Progressive Citizens of Amer- 
ica, of which Henry A. Wallace 
is the principal spokesman. 

“My husband's views were that 
there should be no barrier betwéen 
peoples of goad faith. He believed 
that between them, Soviet Russia 
and the United States could save 
and insure world peace,” Mrs, 
Carlson said. 

“He couldn't understand how 
America could, with a clear con- 
science, dictate the internal af- 
fairs of other countries.”

26 MORE NAZI 
HANGED BY US. 
FOR WAR CRIMES 


One Reprieved at Last 
Minute — 48 Mauthau- 
sen Operators Executed 
in Two Days. 


LANDSBERG, Germany, May 
28 (AP)—United States Army ex- 
ecutioners hanged 26 more 5.5. 
Elite Guards administrators of 
the Mauthausen concentration 
camp today, completing the exe- 
cution of 48 o*” the camps’ guards 
and foremen for war crimes. 

Twenty-two men were hanged 
yesterday in two hours and 37 
minutes, Today’s executions of 26 
men occupied three hours and 30 
minutes, . . 

One man received a last-minute 
stay of execution. He was Otto 
Striegel, 32 years old, the Maut- 
hausen mess sergeant. A. final 
decision is expected from United 
States Army headqua.ters within 
24 hours. 

When informed of the reprieve, 
Striegel defiantly demanded | to 
know why he was not being 
hanged with his comrades. 

Maj. Victor Zoller, Mauthausen 
commandant, was the last. to die 
as the United States Army hang- 
men wound up the largest mass 
executions by an Allied power in 
the history of war crimes prosecu- 
tions. | 

Zoller, 35, smiled as he stood 
on the trap for his last words. 
Like many of the others he de- 
clared that he was not a war 
criminal and added: - 


“Many who were hanged here | 


yesterday were not war criminals 
either.” 

An American military court con- 
victed the 49 men‘of slaughtering 
more than 700,000 persons of many 
nationalities at Mauthausen. 

Most of the Nazis mounted the 
gallows outwardly calm and with- 
out emotion. Their last statements 
coincided in expressions of “long 
live Germany” and pleas that their 
families be cared for. 

Only one broke under the strain. 
He was Wilhelm Henkel, 39, the

Coast Guard Report Says 
French Supply Council 
and Ship Line Ignored 
Regulations. 


WASHINGTON, May 28 (UP)— 
The Coast Guard today placed a 
substantial part of blame for the 
Texas City (Tex.) disaster on the 


French Supply Council and the 
French shipping line which owned 
the vessel, 

The disaster was touched off by 
an ammonium nitrate. explosion 
aboard the French freighter 
Grandcamp April 16.. The explo- 
sion followed a fire in the ship’s 
No, 4 hold. The cause of the fire 
was not determined but, the Coast 
Guard said, “smoking by person- 
nel in the area of No. 4° hatch 
was admitted.” 

The report pointed out that 
fire had been discovered on the 
ship an hour before the first blast 
occurred at 9:15 a.m. 

Death List Now 481. 

The latest figures, disclosed by 
the Red Cross here last night, list 
481 persons.as killed and more 
than 3500 injuréd in the series of 
resulting fires and explosions. 

The Coast Guard conducted an 
investigation and reported its pre- 
liminary findings today. 

To prevent any future disaster 
of the kind which wrecked Texas 
City, it recommended an exhaus- 
tive study by a special govern- 
mental committee with a view to 
developing “a national policy” for 
the handling of ammonium nil- 
trate. 

It suggested the committee be 
composed of representatives of the 
State, Treasury, War, Navy, In- 
terior, Agriculture and Commerce 
departments, Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, the Maritime 
Commision and the Bureau of Ex- 
plosives.

NEGOTIATIONS ARE 
UH TOO SLOW. 
GROMYKO SAYS 


Russian Complaint Comes 
in Midst of Long 
Wrangle Over Veto Is- 
sue — Debate Recessed 
in a Deadlock. 


LAKE SUCOSESS, N. Y., May 28 
(UP) — Soviet Deputy _ Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko com- 
plained in a private meeting of 
the working committee of the 
United Nations Atomic Energy 


Commission today that negotia- 
tions for world atomic control ma- 
chinery were “moving much too 
siowly.” 

The Russian injected his warn- 
ing in the midst of a vain three- 
hour fight between Gromyko and 
delegates of the western countries 
over the old issue vf “the atomic 
veto.” 

Amé@rican Delegate Frederick H. 
Osborn answered Gromyko with a 
thinly-veiled charge that atomic 
progress was being blocked by 
Gromyko’s refusal to tell what 
Russia is aiming at in its opposi- 
tion to the American atomic con- 
tro] plan. 

“If we do not hasten,” Gromyko 
said, “we will be here for two 
years discussing the Soviet amend- 
ments (Gromyko’s 12 proposals for 
altering the generally - accepted 
American atomic plan.)” 

The session adjourned until to- 
morrow with the American-Soviet 
deadlock unbroken. Russia wants 
the Atomic Commission to agree 
that the projected world atomic 
control agency will be established 
“within the framework of the Se 
curity Council.”

General Asserts He Led 
in Overthrowing Ar- 
guello Because of Plot 
Against Him.

MANAGUA, May 28 (AP)—Gen. 
Anastasio Somoza, head of the 
Army and former President of 
Nicaragua, has promised the Nic- 
araguan people that a new elec- 
tion will be held soon to choose 
a successor to President Leonardo 
Arguello, who was forced out of 
office Monday. 
Somoza acknowledged his lead- 
ership of the bloodless Govern- 
ment overthrow in an interview 
last night. He charged there’ had 
been a plot to oust him from his 
post as jefe director (director in 
chief) of the National Guam. He 
said he had been marked for 
death. 
Arguello, who has been given 
diplomatic asylum in the Mexican 
embassy, was electeg with So- 
moza’s blessing in balloting on 
Feb. 2 and had held his office 
only 26 days. He succeeded So- 


moza, who had been chief of state 
for 10 years. 

Congress, at a special session 
Monday night, declared Arguello 
“unfit” for the presidency and 
named the figst presidential al- 
ternate, 60-year-old Benjamin La- 
cayo Sacasa asgActing President. 
“The neve President,” said Gen. 
Somoza, “will convoke free elec- 
tions and I believe it is a mag- 
nificent. opportunity te choose a 
candidate in harmony with the 
combination of all the political 
parties.” 

Lacayo Sacasa issued a state- 
ment a short time later saying 
that a new election would be 
called “in due time.” 

He announced a _ provisional 
cabinet which included Gen. 5So- 
moza as Minister of War, Avia- 
tion and Marine. 

General's Account of Plot. 
Somoza, in the interview, said 
that Arguello, shortly after taking 
office, began to tamper with the 
National Guard, “which has for 
years kept peace in his. country.” 
Several high-ranking officers, he 
continued, were transferred to sub- 
ordinate posts, among them Maj. 
Luis Somoza, the General’s son. 
The chief of the Managua city po- 
lice force also was removed and 
the new police chief said he had 
orders to refuse to accept orders 
from Somoza as jefe director. 
The trend of events, the General 
went on, indicated that Arguello 
was trying to force Somoza out 
and “humiliate Me in front of the 
National Guard, which is loyal to 
me.” Somoza said he tried to rea- 
son with Arguello, pointing out 
that the creation of unrest in the 
Army constituted a threat to the 
péace of Nicaragua. 

He said he called in the offi- 
cers who had been plotting against 
him and laid’ his cards on the 
table. They responded in an inso- 
lent manner, he said, when he 
suggested that they all sign a dec- 
laration with him that there was 
no friction in the National Guard. 
They said they wanted to know 
what Arguello thought about it 
and Somoza said he agreed and 
sent his son to the President with 
the declaration. Maj. Somoza re- 
ported back that Arguello only 
smirked and threw the declaration 
on the table.

The subcommittee reported, al- 
so, that “the National Labor Re- 
lations Board has given great aid 
to the Communists in their ef- 
forts to infiltrate and control the 
motion picture industry.” 

The report did not say who in 
the White House or labor board 
was responsible for helping Com- 
munism in the movie capital, nor 
did it say when such assistance 
was given. 

The report recommended that: 

1. The full committee “in- 
tensify its investigation of Com- 
munist influences in the motion 
picture industry” with a view 
to public hearings here at the 
‘earliest possible date, 

2. The committee subpena 
Communist actors, writers, di- 
rectors and producers and “con- 
front them in public session 
with the testimony and _  evi- 
dence against them.” 

In addition, the report proposed 
an investigation to “determine the 
responsibility and extent of the 
influence and interference on the 
part of Government agencies or 
officials in the production of fla- 
grant Communist. propaganda 
films.”

Visiting Port Authority 
Official Explains 
Handling of Facilities 
—Draws Parallel With 
Situation Here. 


The example of regional public 
facilities handled by the 26-year- 
old Port of New York Authority 
has been laid before the Metro- 
politan Plan Association in its 
intensive effort to obtain a simi- 
lar agency for the Missouri- 
Illinois region around St. Louis. 

Characteristics and operations 
of the New. York authority were 
described by its executive director, 
Austin J. Tobin, at the -associa- 
tion’s first annual dinner, at Hotel 
Statler last night. Tobin drew a 
close parallel between the situ- 
ation here and that of the New 
York region. He offered help in. 
various ways in setting up such an 
agency here. 

Bills for a preliminary official 
eommission for a bi-state agency 
are pending in the Legislatures of 
Illinois and Missouri. The Missouri 
bill has passed the House and will 
go before the Senate early next 
year. It was reported last night 
that passage of the Illinois bill 
by the House this week was ex- 
pected. 

Points About Authority. 


Outstanding among the points 
about the New York authority 
emphasized by Tobin were these: 
It has no power to tax; its proj- 
ects are all self-supporting; poli- 
tics are barred in its operations; 
the management principles are 
those of a corporation, although 
its character is that of a political 
subdivision of New York and New 
Jersey; by its nature it is peculi- 
arly fitted to handle interstate re- 
gional problems. 

Problems here are the same as 
those ‘of New York, Tobin said. 
The association, representing St. 
Louis and the surrounding coun- 
ties on both sides of the Missis- 
sippi, has in mind the possibility 
that a St. Louis regional author- 
ity could deal with traffic routes, 
river crossings, airports, trans- 
port terminals, sewerage and 
drainage, water supply, -recrea- 
tion, housing, conservation and 
mass transportation. 

Authority Facilities. - 

Tobin listed $280,000,000 in fa- 
cilities of the New York authority 
as follows: Six bridges and tun- 
nels between the two states; rail 
terminal for eight lines serving 
New York City; world’s largest 
truck terminals now under con- 
struction in Manhattan and New- 
ark, N.J.;: midtown Manhattan bus 
terminal with elevated connection 
to Lincoln Tunnel, for 120, pas- 
sengers daily; grain terminal] at 
Brooklyn. 

Next Sunday it will take over 
New York City's airports, includ- 
ing notably La Guardia and Idle- 
wild, and start work on a $200,000,- 
000 airport development program. 
Negotiations are twnder way to 
complete the authority’s airport 
sphere by undertaking immediate 
airport as well as waterfront. de- 
velopment at Newark and Eliza- 
beth, N.J. Another phase of the 
authority's activity lies in general 
planning and efforts to maintain 
the port's status and importance. 

“The port authority’s greatest 
use to the community,” said Tobin, 
“ig that it has today a credit 
standing which enables it to fake 
the tremendous capital cost of 
modern terminal and transporta- 
tion facilities off the shoulders of 
the taxpayers of the metropolitan 
district.” 

Revenues from all facilities are 
pooled, but each is individually 
self-supporting now, said Tobin. 
In answer to inquiry by Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann, he said the

President Says Parent

Presidential Press 
Secretary Charles G. Ross said 
Mrs. Martha E. Truman’s im- 
provement has reached such a 
point that if there is no setback 
today, “the President may safely 
consider ah early return” to the 
White House. 

Ross made his observation at a 
press conference this morning @& 
few hours after the President said 
his mother had “the best night” 
last night since he flew here May

“as almost miraculous.” Mrs, Tru- 
man fractured her hip in a fall at 
her home here in mid-February. 
She was doing nicely until a re- 
lapse sent the President flying 
here from Washimgton. *” 

If the President goes home in 
the next day or two, he plans to 
fly back out here next week for 
the reunion of the Thirty-fifth Di- 
vision with which he served in 
World War I. This will give him 
an opportunity to keep his long- 
standing date to address that re- 
union and check up on his moth- 
er’s condition. : 

Truman was slightly hoarse 
when he met: reporters in the 
Hotel Muehlebach lobby this 
morning. He has been staying at 
the hotel during his mother’s 
illness. He said he had been 
doing a lot of talking, but that 
he did not have a cold. 

It was nearly 8 o’clock when 
the President left for his moth- 
er’s home, 17 miles away.

in several days, the President, re- 


turning to hi- hotel suite last night, 
informed reporters of his. belief 
that there “really has been some 
improvement.”

The New York authority, Tobin 
related, was the outgrowth of in- 
terstate rivalry and trade war a 
century old. An 1834 New York- 
New Jersey treaty was amended 
in 1921 by the port authority com- 
pact, which had congressional con- 
sent. The compact since has been 
amended by the legislatures of the 
two states to keep up with chang- 
ing needs and conditions. The 
agency was modeled after the Port 
of London Authority. It is direct- 
€d by 12 commissioners, named by 
governors of the two states in 
equa] numbers with State Senate 
approval, and serving without pay. 

Tobin said the commissioners 
have been of wide experience and 
wisdom, regarding their offices as 
important civic posts, while the 
staff, drawn from wherever good 
aids could be found, was well paid 
and advanced on ability and 
achievement. 

While authority properties are 
tax exempt, the. authority, by 
statutory permission, makes pay- 
ments to the cities equivalent to 
the tax level of past private own- 
ership. This saves any loss of mu- 
nicipal income but does not allow 
for added values created by the 
authority's improvements. 


practicable approach to operation 
of public facilities which can be 
made self-supporting, Tobin de- 
clared.

its. The revenue potential is 
neither attractive enough for pri- 
vate financing nor so meager as 
to require genera] tax support.” 
Aided by immunity of its bonds 
and revenues from taxation and 
by the power of condemnation of 
land, and with good management, 
facilities of a St. Louis authority 
could be made _ self-supporting, 
Tobin asserted. He said such an 
agency would needa preliminary 
capital advance by the two states, 
or transfer to it of such facilities 
as the Mississippi and Missouri 
river bridges, whose toll revenue 
could carry “the more marginal 
projects.”

The New York authority, he re- 
called, has issued $511,300,000 in 
new or refunding bonds, and its 
latest issue carries only 1.97 per 
cent interest.

in advance, 

The State Department of Reve- 
nue today requested persons sub- 
ject to the state income tax, which 
is payable on June 1 and becomes 
delinquent the following day, not 
‘to pay the tax until they receive 
an official notice from the de- 
partment, even if t notice ar- 
rives after the date of delin- 
quency, June 2.

An inadequate appropriation 
and staff, coupled with delays in 
obtaining forms, has delayed is- 
suance of notices of the tax due 
to all taxpayers who filed their 
tax returns last March 15. 

Remittance of the tax with the 
official notice is desired, Holman 
said, to facilitate accounting, be- 
cause of a code serial number 
attached to the notice. The more 
than 500,000 returns filed have 
been processed serially, with code 
numbers, but the alphabetical file 
of taxpayers has not been ¢om- 
pleted, 

The department has sent no- 
tices to about 150,000 income tax- 
payers, and another 150,000 notices 
are to be mailed. About 100,000 
persons paid their taxes when the 
returns were fiied. Slightly more 
than 100,000 returns filed this year 
were not taxable.

DEFENDANT IN MURDER 
OF WATCHMAN FOUND SANE 


Wiliam Leroy (Tronhead) Cray-

proposal. The county now rents 
the Health Center Building from 
the Federal Government at $11,410 
a year. The issue not only would 
provide for purchase of the build- 
ing but would*finance construction 
of a ramp between it and the 
adjoining St. Louis County Hos- 
pital. 

Passage of the bond issue would 
add 1 cent per $100 evaluation to

Only a simple majority is neces- 
sary for passage of the proposal 
for distribution of the school cap- 
ital fund.

Illinois coal mines have been 
abandoned by their owners be- 
cause the cost of making them 
safe for operation would not jus- 
tify reopening them, the Coal 
Mines Administration announced 
today. 
They are: 


Peabody Coal Co.'s 


a No. 18 mine at West Frankfort; 


Knoxville Mining Co, mine at 
Knoxville, and O’Kay mine, owned 
by Smith Coal Co., Marissa. 

Ar official of the Coal Mines 
Administration said the Peabody 
mine at West Frankfort was old 
and “quite thoroughly worked 
out.” In 19388 it produced 3500 
tons a day. 

The three abandoned mines in 
Illinois were among 536 ordered 
closed by the Government for 
safety inspection after the March 
25 disaster at the Centralia Coal 
Co. mine in which 111 men oat 
their lives, 

Twenty-seven other mines still 
are closed because they have not 
yet met safety specifications or 
they operate only in winter. 
Besides the three abandoned in 
Illinois, the Coal Mines Admin- 
istration -reported nine other 
mines, most of them small, have 
been abandoned because of the 
prohibitive cost of improving 
their safety conditions. 

The abandoned mines outside of 
Illinois are: The Republic Steel 
Corp.’s Brownsville Junction mine 
at Brownsville, Pa., which pro- 
duced about 2000 tons a day; 
Globe Mine, Globe Iron Co., Jack- 
son, O.; Ten-X Mine, Ten-X Coal 
Co., Roseville, O.; Bland mine in 
southeast Kentucky, owned by R. 
C. Tway Coal Co., Louisville; 
Merle Hay Mine, Merle Hay Coal 
Co., Des Moines; No. 14 Mine in 
Marion county, Ia., owned by Per- 
shing Fuel Co., Des Moines; New 
Union Mine, New Union Coal Co., 
Paris, Ark.; Denning No. 2 Mine, 
Stewart Smokeless Co., Denning, 
Ark., and Dane Mine Wells, Royal 
Coal Co., Poteau, Okla.

WASHINGTON, May 28 (UP)— 
| Secretary of State® George C. Mar- 
‘shall testified today in the May- 
| Garsson bribery trial that there 
were “very heavy cutbacks” in 
contracts for eight-inch shells in 
| 1945—a time when former Repre- 
|}gentative Andrew J. May (Dem.), 
| Kentucky, had testified that the 
Army was “screaming” for such 
shells. 

May was wartime chairman of 
the powerful House Military Af- 
fairs Committee. Co-defendants 
are Henry and Murray Garsson, 
brothers, heads of a $78,000,000 
munitions combine. The Govern- 
ment charges that May accepted 
$55,000 in bribes from the Gars- 
sons in payment for political and 
contract favors. 

Testimony has been produced at 
the tria! and at a Senate investi- 
gation last summer to show that 
May interceded with the War De- 
partment in an effort to block cut- 
backs in Garsson firm contracts 
for eight-inch shells. 

Met May in 1939. 


Marshall testified that he be- 


lieved. his first meeting with May 
was in 1939, after he became chief 
of staff. He said he saw May 
“véry frequently” when he ap- 
peared before the House Military 
Affairs Committee and also met 
him on several occasions at the 
War Department. 

“Did you discuss the eight-inch 
shell with Mr. May?” Chief Pros- 
ecutor William A. Paisley asked 
in cross-examination. 

“T have no recollection of such 
a discussion with Mr. May di- 
rectly. I may have discussed the 
eight-inch shell before groups in 
1944.” 

Did you discuss it in 1945 with 
Mr. May or any groups?” 

“I don’t think 8o.” 

May had testified that he tele- 
phoned War Department person- 
nel early in 1945 to pass on com- 
plaints from the Garssons about 
a cutback in the eight-inch shell 
cohtract of their Batavia Metal 
Products Co. May said he acted 
because “Eisenhower was scream- 
ing for shells.” 

Never Questioned Integrity. 

Marshall was asked by the de- 
fense whether he was acquainted 
with May’s general reputation for 
honesty and integrity. The Secre- 
tary of State replied: 

“That question did not come up 
in my mind at all. I took him for 
a man of integrity and I heard 
no comments to the contrary.” 

(The United Press reported that 
Robert May, son of Andrew May, 
admitted over objections of de- 
fense attorneys today that he had. 
a sub-contract with the Garssons. 

(He told the jury also that his 
fathers had seen a profit-sharing 
contract that the son had with a 
Miami construction engineer be- 
fore it was signed. The older May 
had testified that he knew noth- 
ing about it until after it had 
been consummated. Young May 
quickly added, however, that, 
when the profit-sharing agree- 
ment was shown to his father 
last night, “it refreshed his mem- 
ory and he recalled he had looked 
at the contract at that time.”)

Prime mover and founder of the conference is Count 


Richard N. Coudenhove-Kalergi, who has campaigned untiringly both 
in the United States and abroad for European federation. He left 
New York April 24 to return to his home in Geneva, Switzerland, to 


prepare for the parliament. 


A visiting professor of public af- 
fairs and regional studies at New 
York University since 1940, the 
Count has been at work since 
1923 in the early days of the 
League of Nations. Son of a Hun- 
garian father and a Japanese 
mother, he has devoted most of 
his adult life to promoting the 
iden of European federation. He 
is now in his early 50s. His father 
was in the Austrian diplomatic. 
service. 

Before leaving New York, the 
Count said he planned to call the 
first meeting of European mem- 
bers of his conference to create 
“a regional union strictly within 
the framework of the United Na- 
tions.” 

Delegates, selected in proportion 
to population, with one representa- 
tive for each 1,000,000 nationals— 
about 185—were to be named by 
committees composed of members 
of the. respective parliaments of 
western Europe. The parliamen- 
tary committees were being organ- 
ized when Count Coud@enhove em- 
barked. 

U.S. Leadership Needed. 

Coudenhove - Kalergi. believes 
that even the most casual inspec- 
tion of the situation akes it 
clear that effective initiative in 
behalf of a union of European 
states must spring from America. 
The most enthusiastic sponsors 
agree that vitality of Jeadership is 
lacking in war-devastated western | 
Europe. It is neither the will nor 
the function of the United Nations 
to supply it. 

The movement toward a politi- 
cal and economic union in Europe 
has gathered popular interest from 
recent declarations by interna- 
tional figures. In a public address 
May 14, Winston Churchill re- 
peated that a European federation 
within the structure of the United 
Nations was indispensable to suc- 
cessful world government, 

American suppor®for European 
federation has encouraged Couden- | 


hove-Kalergi to think that the/| 
world is ready. 


Just before his 
departure he said Europeans had 
responded with unanticipated en- 
thusiasm io favorable American 
opinion. He found assurance, he 
said, in White House approval, in 
the two resolutions introduced in 
Congress and in recent statements 
of political and intellectual lead- 
ers. 
Russian Opposition. 

“When I returned to Europe last 
June (1946) after an absence of 
six years, I was amazed by the 
progress of the Pan-European idea 
during the years of war,” he told 
reporters, “but at the same time 
most Europeans feared _ that 
European union had become im- 
possible because of Russia’s pow- 
erful opposition. 

“The problem was no longer to 
convince the Europeans that fed- 
eration was necessary, but to con- 
vince them that it was possible. 

“The amswer to this question 
depentis largely on America’s at- 
titude. America’s prestige all over 
- Europe is tremendous, Only 
American support can, in Euro- 
pean eyés, counter-balance Rus- 
sia's opposition. American sup- 
port for European federation has. 
become evident only recently. | 

“It was President Truman, in | 
an interview given to George 
Creel and published in Collier’s, 
who first expressed his sympathy 
for the cause of a United States 
o Fourope,” the Count continued.

York University. He received 646 
affirmative replies and 14 in the 
negative. 

“Are you in favor of the estab- 
lishment of a European Federa- 
tion within the framework of the 
United Nations?” he inquired of 
3913 members of the parliaments 
of Belgium, Denmark, France, 
Britain, Greece, Izeland, Italy, 
Luxembourg, The ~ Netherlands, 
Norway, Sweden and Switzerland. 

Among the negative returns, 
tabulated since the poll began in 
November, one was from Den- 
mark, two from Sweden, two from 
The Netherlands, three from Brit- 
ain and four from France. By 
contrast the affirmative votes thus 
far from thdse nations were Den- 
mark 10, Sweden 11, Netherlands 
27, Britain 112, and France 88. 


“Some of the parliamentary pi- 
oneers of the European federation 
insist on the inclusion of the So- 
viet Union,” the Count said, dis- 
cussing his ‘pending meeting. “It 
will be up to those delegates to 
present their case, although I have 
some doubts whether the Soviets 
would be inclined to respect a 
European Bill of Rights or to 
accept Pan-European control of 
their foreign, economic and mili- 
tary. policy. 


“The establishment of a Euro- 
pean region, under the supreme 
authority of the United Nations 
and its Security Council, however, 
will help to dispel Russia’s objec- 
tions to European union, It will

“1. Nothing in the present 
Charter precludes the existence 
of regional arrangements or 
agencies for dealing with such 
matters relating to the mainte- 
nance of international peace or 
Security as are appropriate for 
regional action, provided that 
such arrangements or agencies: 
and their activities are consist- 
ent with the purposes and prin- 
ciples of the United Nations, 

“2. The members of the 
United Nations entering into 
such arrangements or constitut- 
ing such agencies shall make 
every effort to achieve pacific 
settlement of local disputes 
through such regional arrange- 
ments or by such regional 
agencies before referring them 
to the Security Council.” 

As a safeguard against poten- 
tial abuses inherent in national 
combinations or blocs, it is stip- 
ulated that regional agreements 
shall impair in no manner the au- 
thority or availability to members 
of the Security Council. On the 
contrary, they will remain subject 
to Security Council supervision 
and the United Nations agency 


“shall at all times be kept fully 


‘informed of activities.”

Government wished to reduce the 
armed forces to 1,087,000 by March 
1948. The number as of Dec, 31, 
1946, was 1,427,000. 

The Government also won a vic- 
tory on its proposals for economic 
planning and man power distribu- 
tion for coping with,.the country’s 


‘current economic crisis. 


Resolutions supported by the 
party’s national executive were 
given almost unanimous approval, 
while others disapproved by the 
executive were defeated:or with- 
drawn. 

The debate on economic plan- 
ning was highlighted by addresses 
of two high government leaders 
who indicated that Britain did not 
intend to seek another loan from 
the United States.

RESENT forecasts are that appropriations to meet occupation 
costs in Germany, Japan and Korea will be considerably reduced 
when the House Appropriations Committee finishes chewing 
over the War Department estimates. 


The complete sham of this 


kind of economy has already been proved, for the record, at this 


session. 


Last year, with loud cries of in- 
dignation, the congressional econ- 
omizers sliced $300,000,000 off the 
War Departmént’s request for 
$725,000,000 for occupation costs. 
They were. solemnly warned by 
Secretary of War Patterson and 
every other competent official that 
the job could not be done on the 
cheap. They ignored the warn- 
ings. 

As a result, the War Depart- 
ment had to come to Congress at 
the present session with a $300,- 
000,000 deficiency request, and the 

eficiency appropriation was 
eoeen thus neatly canceling out 
last year’s boasted economy. 


Same Figure in Request. 

The request this year is again 
for $725,000,000 and is demonstra- 
bly inadequate. Japan and Ger- 
many are both still economically 
prostrate, and their economic pros- 
tration means that a world starved 
for goods is being continuously 
deprived of the potential output 
of two of its great productive 
centers. 

The War Department estimates 
were prepared, and were approved 
by the Budget Bureau, without 
any reference to what is rapidly 
becoming point No. 1 of current 
American policy—to get German 
and Japanese, especially German, 
production going full blast in the 
shortest feasible time. 

To achieve this objective, a much 
more generous and ambitious pro- 
gram is obviously needed, as the 
recent hunger strikes in Germany 
all too plainly prove, yet the con- 
gressional economizers are again 
fingering their pruning knives, 

This is true, moreover, despite 
the obvious danger that Britain 
may not continue to be able to 
pay her share of the expense of

the merged Anglo-American oc- 
cupation zones in Germany. 

When and if the British de 
mand that this country shoulder 
a larger share of the dollar .cost 
in Germany, the finishing touch 
will be given to one of the classic 
exhibitions of how not to behave 
as a world power. 


In the Dim Past. 


The story begins in the dim 
past, when Roosevelt and Church- 
ill were arguing bitterly about 
which zones of Germany should 
be occupied by whom.

A Hard- Hitting Report 


Dwight H. Green invited the censure he has 
received from the minority members of the {)li- 
nois legislative committee which investigated 
the Centralia mine disaster. 

Notwithstanding the fact that circumstances 
placed Gov, Green squarely in the line of re- 
sponsibility for political compromise of mine 
safety, the Governor was protected by political 
control of the legislative inquiry. He vigorously 
directed that “no punches be pulled” and he 
bravely volunteered to testify. Yet punches were 
not only pulled but stopped, and he did not once 
darken the committee’s door. 

This shielding of Dwight Green was the big 
hole in the majority report and it was certain 
when it was left gaping that the minority inves- 
tigators would take full notice when their time 
came. 3 

The minority has another solid hit against 
the Green Administration in its assertion that 
Robert Weir should have been dismissed) as as- 
sistant director of the State Department of 
Mines. Here, too, the Governor invited censure. 

The Post-Dispatch, said more than six weeks 
ago that Mr. Weir should be dismissed just as 
his superior, “Dear Bob” Medill, was dismissed 
—for failure to do his duty in the enforcement 
of Illinois’s mine inspection service. 

We said his continuance was an embarrass- 
ment to the new non-political director, Prof. 
Harold L. Walker of the University of Illinois. 
As a former boss of the Centralia Coal Co. at 
its Zeigler mine, Mr. Weir was part and parcel 
of the coal. mine operator-politician setup -which 
canceled out the good work of so diligent and 
able an inspector as Driscoll Scanlan. . 

As long as Mr. Weir stays in his post as As- 
sistant Director, just that much of the old order 
continues. If Gov. Green is not moved by the 
minority criticism to dismiss Mr. Weir, Prof. 
Walker should insist that it be done. The Di- 
rector’s professional reputation and that of the 
University of: Illinois make it mandatory that 
he stand above political compromises of this sort.

Kent Cooper's Anxiety 

Associated Press Executive Director Kent 
Cooper has let his objections to the “Voice of 
America” foreign broadcasts push him into a 
personal attitude strikingly different from the 
standards of reporting which he has fostered in 
his own agency’s service. 

In an address at Northwestern University, he 
said American private news agency reports are 
“available to every country in the world.” Avail- 
ability, however, does not alter the fact that 
iron-curtain nations bar them from their domes- 
tic newspapers and radios, Only radio can sur- 
mount the curtain—and commercial radio is not 
interested because there is no profit in it. 

He said that foreign propaganda never caused 
the overthrow of a government. But we are not 
trying to overthrow governments. Our intention 
is simply to give Russians and. satellite peoples 
facts about the United States, in the hope that 
this leaven of truth will temper .their govern- 
ments’ spoon-feeding them to mistrust us. 

Mr. Cooper dismissed the State Department’s 
efforts as “propaganda.” Here, too, there is a 
difference of opinion. Editor Ralph McGill of 
the Atlanta Constitution has said the broadcasts 


are “neither propaganda nor competition in the 


dissemination of news.” 

Distortion of facts, even unintentionally, is 
an ever-present hazard in any news-publishing 
venture, but there is much more danger that the 


Government broadcasts, without distorting, will 


fall short of good professional newspaper and 
radio standards. But ‘there 
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is no difficulty 


here that cannot be cured by using the news 
agency services and employing first-class news- 
paper and radio people to edit the programs. 
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The Politics of Hunger 

The food shortages in Yugoslavia, Poland, 
Hungary and Italy, of which U.N. Secretary-Gen- 
etal Lie has served warning, are to a large ex- 
tent political in origin, like the famine in Ger- 
many to which Gen, Clay had addressed himself 
earlier. Natural causes have contributed to Eu- 
rope’s food troubles too. But if the shortages 
that are due solely to politics could be corrected, 
the situation would be very much improved. 

Yugoslavia is paying for the political war which

against the peasants. Consequently in a coun- 
try that normally has always raised enough food 
for its own needs and some to export, 5,000,000 
are in danger of starvation. 
drained of food by Yugoslav black market buyers 
who pay 10 times as much as the farmers can 
get by selling in their homeland.

Politics still further complicates the picture by 
decreasing the amount of relief available for the 
starving ¢ountries, once the food shortages there 
have occurred with the help of politics, It causes 
Russia to hoard bread grain. It causes Argentina 
to contro] its exports of grain for international 
political purposes and for the further purpose of 
a financial rakeoff for Dictator Peron. 

With United States, Canadian and Australian 
grain reported used up by existing commitments, 
and Argentina the only other major hope of sup- 
ply, Argentine farmers are withholding their 
wheat from a Government which has been gyp- 
ping both seller and buyer. Peron’s particular 
racket in hunger is to pay Argentine farmers 
$1.28 a bushel and sell to other countries at 


$3.80 to $4, approximately $1 above the United . 


States price, leaving a comfortable rakeoff for 
the political middleman. 

As Anne O’Hare McCormick writes in the 
New York Times: 


In no country (of Europe) are the peasant? 
producing or delivering as they should. In 
a way they are in partnership with balking 
nature—on strike against requisitions, value- 
less currency, occupation armies, being 
shoved around by forces they cannot under- 

. stand and instinctively resist. 


The provision of relief, necessary as it is, is 
only a superficial and transitory attack upon the 
problem, The genuine need is a working ar- 
rangement of politics, the disarrangement of 
which is a cause of unrest, unproductiveness and 
unfilled food-bins in so much of the world.

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A Chance to Catch Up 


One bill which Gov. Donnelly should be glad 
to sign is that increasing the salaries of Missou- 
ri Supreme Court Judges and Commissioners 
from $10,000 to $12,000 and of the Judges of the 
Courts of Appeals from $8500 to $10,500. Even 
with this. increase Missouri's Supreme Judges

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Third Things First 


Through Congress's negligencé, married tax- 
payers in 10. states enjoy a valuable privilege 
denied everywhere else—that is, to the great 
majority of Americans. Husbands and wives in 
the 10 “community property” states can split 
their combined incomes between two tax re- 
turns, resulting in attractive savings when one 
income is much smaller than the other. Tax- 
payers in other states cannot do ‘that. 

Several attempts have been made to abolish 
the privilege in the 10 states, which is the bet- 
ter solution in principle. These have failed in 
Congress. It seems clear that no such proposal 
has much chafce. Therefore, Senator Lucas of 
Illinois has proposed to make the privilege avail- 
able everywhere, correspondingly moderating the 
general tax reduction that Congress might oth- 
erwise enact. * 

The congressional leadership, however, is un- 
willing to alter its plan. The Senate has turned 
it down 51-to-29. Between correcting a glaring 
injustice and a fancied chance to win friends 
with a larger across-the-board tax reduction, 
Congress has embraced the political expedient 
and told justice to wait at least another year.

A Non-Expert Reports on Russia 


OVER AT UNCLE JOE'S, by Oriana Atkinson. (The 

Bobbs-Merrili Co., indianapolis.) 

The publishers of this book, which car- 
ries the subtitle, “Moscow and me,” have 
timed its release nicely; it’s a perfect ham- 
mock-vacation volume. 

The author, wife of New York Times Cor- 
respondent Brooks Atkinson, spent 10 
months inside Moscow while her husband 
was on his Russian assignment. She sets 
forth her observations with gaiety and 
good-will. 

Some will find her too-cute style irritat- 
ing. For example: the chapter heading, 
“Disa and Data,” for some miscellaneous 
items she breezily admits she couldn't seem 
to fit in anywhere else. But most will 


find the good humor and lack of pretense 


to profundity refreshing. Mra, Atkinson 
straight off makes her position clear by 
quoting the classic statement: “There are 
no experts on Russia. There are only de- 
grees of ignorance.” But then, she stoutly 
maintains, “I do know more about Russia 
than anybody who hasn't been there.” 
Constdering the minutiae of observation 
of everything from chambermaids to plumb- 
ers, recipes to religion, style shows to street 
cleaners and cosmetics to museums, one is 
not inclined to argue the point. Certainly, 
Mrs. Atkinson succeeds in showing us Rus-

Art in Britain Today 
BRITISH CONTEMPORARY PAINTERS, Introduction 

Albert C. Ritchie. (Albright Art Gellery, Suffale, N. Y. 

This handsome volume, illustrated in 
black and white, serves as catalogue for 
the current exhibition by present-day Brit- 
ish painters at the City Art Museum. Ar- 
tistic in format and scholarly in editing, it 
has the traditional virtues of the labor of 
love except for the questionable asset of 
com pendiousness, 

Mr. Ritchie, director of the Albright Art 
Gallery, knows when to stop in critical 
comment and explanation. His remarks on 
the puzzling, powerful Henry Moore, for ex- 
ample, are full of seminal suggestion yet 
do not say too much. The 15-page intro- 
duction is a surprisingly cohdrent treat- 
ment of a diverse group of artists, some of 
whom, like John Piper, display bewilder- 
ing virtuosity and variety within individual 
output. 

The book contains portraits of the 13 
artists and their 61 pictures in the travel- 
ing collection, which Mr. Ritchie, with the 
aid of London authorities, assembled from 
both sides of the Atlantic. A preface ac- 
knowledges the co-operation of lenders in- 
eluding Mr. and Mrs. Perry T. Rathbone 
of St. Louis, whose jagged “Cornish Coast,” 
by Piper, is among the reproductions, 

Two objections to the preparation of the 
eatalogue suggest themselves. Full-page 
portraits of the artists, especially the pho- 
tographs, might have been reduced in size 
and partially replaced by further text hp 
Mr. Ritchie; and color reproductions 
have enabled museum visitors to retain 
ter impressions of the paintings they will 
have an opportunity to study. Expense 
doubtless precluded color, however, and the 
artists’ tomes are never duplicated exactly 
anyway.

Prior to World War I, Ger- 
many’s aggressive industrial pow- 
er was built upon a marriage of 
Ruhr coke and Lorraine iron ore. 
Most of the steel was actually 
produced in Lorraine blast fur- 
maces, for it took nearly three 
tons of iron ore for each ton of: 
coke. 


In Defiance to Versailles. 


The Versailles Treaty very prop- 
erly gave Lorraine back to France. 
Normally this would have meant 
that the Germans would continue 
shipping their excellent coke to 
Lorraine and thé Freych, Belgi- 
ans and Luxumburgers would 
make the steel. 


This did not fit the plans of 
German militarists, Pan-German- 
ists and industrialists already 
dreaming of revenge and imperial 
glory. They possessed a trump 
card: Whereas Germany could 
draw upon other sources of iron 
ore, notably in Sweden and in 
Spain, the only other econom- 
ical source of coking coal for 
France was in Britain. Britain— 
already hell-bent on rebuilding 
Germany against France—was in 
no frame of mind to help expand 
French steel production, 


Therefore, the ink was hardly 
dry on the Versailles Treaty be- 
fore the Germans, in defiance of 
that treaty, began withholding 
Ruhr coke from French smelters. 
They not only refused to sell, they 
refused to make deliveries prom- 


ised as reparations.

CHICAGO, May 28 (AP)—The 
General Motors Corporation’s 
“train of tomorrow” rolled into 
Soldiers Field. today ‘on the first 
lap of a six-month public exhibi- 
tion run which will include St.

3. May the tea be sweetened ahead of time and if so, must 
additional sugar be provided? 4. Is is poured in the kitchen 
er from a pitcher?

The answers are as follows: 


1. Yes, iced tea is just as proper as hot tea, and is more 
refreshing to most people than something hot on a hot ‘day. 
2. Tall, 12-ounce glasses are best for iced tea, but it may be 
served properly in whatever glasses you happen to have. Long- 
handled spoong are proper equipment. 3. Sugar is best added 
to the tea while hot. Also, it is said to go further and blends 
better. Additional] sugar is not necessary, but is proper to serve 
if you are not short of it. 4. The beverage is more tempting if 
giasses are filled in the kitchen with a slice of lemon, a slice 
of orange, half a strawberry and a sprig of mint added to the 
top of each.

With weary arms and legs you 
dragged yourself flat along the 
ground. You became entangled in 
the wire. You rolled over on 
your back to free yourself, and 
the next man, deep in his own 
struggles, kicked you in the face. 
You swung the other way and 
rammed dirt and gravel halfway 
up the bore of your rifle, That 


night you went through the 
course again. Then you hiked 
five mileg back to the barracks. 
There is no infiltration course 
for “umptees.” 

In most wartime basic-training 
camps range week was a killer, 
not so much for the work on the 
range as for the work of getting 
to and from it.

T Camp Croft, 8S. C., the range 

was seven mile from the bar- 

racks, Every day you hiked to 
the range and back. In winter you 
were on the road long before day- 
light-.so the companies would be 
at the range ready to begin fir- 
ing as soon as it was 
enough. It was dark again when 
you returned to the barracks, 


“Umtees” ride to the range, ex- 
cept in the case of a range a few 
hundred yards from the barracks, 
They march to this range. 

By the standards of wartime 
basic, when trainees at the end of 
their second month were on the 
road for 12 or 14 miles in full 
field packs, hiking at Fort Knox 
is easy. “Umtees” and their of- 
ficers estimate that six miles is 
the longest hike they have made 
yet. Longer ones are coming 
later. 

The two-week bivouac and field

basic-training period is not in- 
cluded in the U.M.T. program.

For “umtees,” games are em- 
phasized at the expense of the ar- 
duous calisthenics which used to 
occasion so many pleasant hours 
and comments on Army life.

HERE is one important point 
T concerning the bidding that 
too often is overlooked by good 
layers as well as those whom they 
ook down upon. The point comes 
to light in such a deal as today’s.

South made only four clubs, but 
his side could have made three no 
trump with equal ease, and in- 
deed without even requiring the 
spade finesse. 
The fact that North-South did 
not reach game in this deal should 
be credited to East, although I 
am well aware that this statement 


“will appear a little startling in 


view of the fact that all East did 
was to pass! Nevertheless, it is 
a statement that can be backed 
up with some evidence, and per- 
haps even proved. The crux of 
the matter is to consider what 
would have happened if East had 
bid as so many players do bid, 
namely if he had attempted the 
mild shut-out effort of raising to 
two hearts immediately over the 
takeout double. This is fairly com- 
mon practice—but consider the 
repercussions in a case like this. 
When East passed, South's two- 
club response was anything but 
encouraging to his partner; but if 
East had bid two hearts, South 
certainly would have overcalled 
with three clubs on his seven-card 
suit, and then in the light of that 
free action, North surely would 
have been stimulated to bid three 
no trump. A Very aggressive 
South might have jumped to three 
clubs, over East’s pass, but this 
was a questionable action—and at 
least East did not force his oppo- 
nent into what would have been 
a successful bid.

THE CONCERTO FOR VIOLIN by Bela Bartok is a much less 
grateful composition than the Third Piano concerto which was 
reviewed last week.

It is still a strong composition with a personal profile 
and it gets stronger the oftener one hears it. 

Whatever else may be said of the music it is certainly neither a 
compromise nor the end product of a strictly cerebral process, 
The subjective feeling is quite evident, even at a first hearing.
